County  Commission  Minutes, 

1891  -  1897

From  the  assessment  adjustment  list,  the 
Boulder  Phosphate  Company  and  the  Seminole 
Phosphate  Company  were  in  Levy  County  in  1891. 
On  September  7,  an  inquest  was  held  over  the 
body  of  Henry  Dennis.  In  that  year  it  was  “lawful 
to  chase  and  kill  wild  deer  during  September, 
October,  November,  and  December.”  A  road  from 
Waterston  Hammock  to  intersect  with  the  Levy- 
ville  and  No.  4  road  was  discontinued.  They  “hired 
out”  prisoners  then;  Ed  Addams  was  hired  out  to 
Dr.  J.  M.  Jackson  and  John  Lastinger  to  Elisha 
Walker.  In  January  of  1892,  J.  B.  Smith  and  O.  H. 
P.  Kirkland  were  commissioners. 

In  February  of  1892  a  road  was  established 
from  Lowe’s  Landing  to  the  Lebannon  School 
House.  In  March,  the  voting  precinct  number  nine 
was  moved  from  Rosewood  to  Sumner,  which 
establishes  the  existence  of  Sumner  at  that  time.  In 
April,  the  Standard  Phosphate  Company  was  in 
business  here.  Harvey  Osteen  was  paid  for  road 
work.  The  Board  “refused  to  declare  public”  a 
road  from  Orange  Hill  Church  to  Williston.  From 
that,  Orange  Hill  Church  was  in  existence  in  1892. 
In  May,  a  Bronson  newspaper  was  listed  as  the 
Levy  Times  Democrat.  It  was  formerly  the  Levy 
County  Times.  Voting  precinct  three  was  changed 
from  Ellzey  to  Otter  Creek.  J.  H.  Sutton  was  a 
deputy  sheriff.  In  July,  a  petition  was  presented  by 
the  Peoples’  Party  that  they  furnish  one  inspector 
for  each  polling  place,  the  inspectors  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Commission;  the  petition  was 
rejected.  The  Bronson  Pebble  Phosphate  Company 
and  the  Empire  State  Phosphate  Company  are 
listed.  This  was  the  heyday  of  the  phosphate 
mining  era  in  Levy  County.  In  September  an  in¬ 
quest  was  held  over  the  body  of  Samuel  Morgan. 
The  Epperson  Lumber  Company  was  in  business  at 
that  time,  in  Bronson.  In  December,  S.  A.  Hussey 
was  grand  jury  baliff.  A  convict  named  Archie 
Walker  was  hired  out. 


In  January  of  1893,  Raddie  Davis  was  paid  for 
road  work.  The  Bronson  to  Gulf  Hammock  road 
was  changed  to  go  east  of  John  Smith’s  place.  In 
February,  Fish  Osteen  was  paid  for  road  work.  A 
public  road  from  Albion  intersected  the  County 
Line  Road  near  Old  Station  Pond.  Col.  W.  R. 
Coulter  left  a  bequest  for  poor  people.  The  Board 
selected  a  list  of  recipients  (partial  list):  Elizabeth 
Smith,  Mary  Lewis,  A.  B.  Crews,  Julia  Hogan, 
Harriet  Booth,  Roxie  Faircloth,  James  Weeks.  The 
Bronson  to  Levyville  road  was  changed  to  go  west 
and  north  of  John  W.  Quincey’s  place.  In  March 
Roxie  Faircloth  was  deleted  from  the  list  of  Col. 
Coulter’s  beneficiaries.  From  the  jury  list:  A.  C. 
Beauchamp,  F.  W.  Peterson,  J.  F.  Osteen,  J.  B. 
Crook,  William  Geiger,  Jerry  Goldwire,  Miles 
Dixon,  David  Graham,  Sr.,  David  Graham,  Jr.,  D. 
G.  Roland.  A  move  was  started  to  build  a  new 
courthouse  for  $30,000.  In  April  Frank  Cobb  was 
paid  for  road  work,  also  James  Cobb.  J.  H.  Sutton 
was  election  inspector  at  Cedar  Key,  J.  H.  Jacobie 
at  Otter  Creek,  W.  E.  Yount  at  Rosewood.  In  May, 
William  Gomm  had  a  store  slightly  more  than  one 
mile  from  Albion  on  the  Bronson  to  Albion  road. 
That  location  would  have  been  in  the  middle  of 
Meredith.  H.  J.  Wadkins  and  J.  Wadkins  were 
paid  for  roadwork.  In  May,  the  Board  met  to 
canvass  the  vote  on  the  courthouse  bond  issue;  for: 
136,  against:  218.  Jim  Cobb  was  paid  for  road 
work. 

In  June  voting  precinct  six  was  moved  from  the 
Stafford’s  Pond  School  House  to  the  Phoenix  Post 
Office.  A  petition  to  move  the  “location  of  the 
county  site”  was  granted,  the  election  to  be  held  in 
August.  In  July,  a  Mr.  Corr  requested  that  the  Gulf 
Coaster  be  awarded  some  of  the  county’s  printing 
business.  That  was  a  Cedar  Key  newspaper  and  he 
was  apparently  the  editor.  From  the  assessment 
list:  Albion  Phosphate  and  Mining  Co.,  Portland 
Chemical  Phosphate  Co.,  Dr.  G.  M.  Gunnell, 
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Ambler  Lumber  Co.  William  Gomm  owned  a  whole 
township  of  land.  In  August  the  Bronson  to  Albion 
road  was  changed  to  go  south  of  the  railroad  from 
Boothby’s  Mill  to  the  railroad  crossing  at  Albion. 
They  discontinued  the  road  from  Levyville  to  Gile’s 
Pond  and  the  one  from  Levyville  to  Clay  Landing. 
The  Camp  Phosphate  Company  is  mentioned. 
They  met  in  August  to  canvass  the  vote  on  moving 
the  courthouse  site.  E.  J.  Lutterloh  lodged  a 
protest  against  the  canvass  before  it  was  held.  The 
voting  results  on  where  the  courthouse  should  be 
located:  at  Bronson,  535;  at  Cedar  Key,  394;  at 
Ellzey:  1. 

In  October,  Thomas  W.  Davis’  petition  for  a 
liquor  license  at  Cedar  Key  had  produced  a  big 
uproar  at  the  previous  meeting  and  brought  the 
same  reaction  at  this  meeting.  Davis  had  his 
backers  present,  also  present  were  a  group  of  “the 
citizens  of  Cedar  Key”,  each  group  with  its  own 
lawyer.  The  commission  votes:  for,  Samuel 
Quincey  and  O.  H.  P.  Kirkland;  against,  Mr. 
Boothby,  W.  M.  Barton,  and  William  Batty.  This 
vote  was  identical  to  that  of  the  previous  meeting. 

At  a  special  meeting  in  November,  “the  Board 
having  been  required  by  a  peremptory  writ  of 
mandanus”,  they  issued  a  liquor  license  to  T.  W. 
Davis.  The  road  from  Ellzey  to  Bronson  was 
altogether  on  the  north  side  of  the  railroad.  The 
commission  would  file  bonds  for  individual  citizens 
to  carry  “Winchesters  or  long  range  rifles”.  When 
a  public  road  was  discontinued  it  became  known  as 
a  “settlement  road”.  In  December,  J.  M.  Stewart 
had  built  a  bridge  across  the  Waccasassa  on  the 
Ellzey  to  Bronson  road  for  $175.  By  this  time  a 
considerable  number  of  men  had  posted  bond  to 
carry  long  range  rifles,  one  of  them  was  W.  F. 
Ishie.  There  must  have  been  a  rash  of  outlaws  and 
road-robbers  during  those  years.  From  the  jury 
list:  Levy  Faircloth,  John  Ishie  (1867-1951),  Joseph 
P.  Phelps,  Willis  Hare,  C.  M.  Felder,  M.  M. 
Sistrunk,  Christian  Hafele,  M.  Randolph  Hodges, 
F.  M.  McCall,  W.  R.  Berryhill. 

In  April,  a  road  went  to  Bird  Creek  Landing 
(this  is  west  of  Yankeetown).  In  May,  Melzer 
Hatcher  was  paid  for  road  work,  in  June,  O.  Z. 
Davis.  Another  petition  for  a  prohibition  election 
was  presented.  In  July  precinct  twelve  was  set  up 
at  Clyattville,  then  voided.  They  canvassed  the 
prohibition  election  vote.  There  were  321  dry  votes 
and  59  wets.  A  road  went  from  Hafele’s  place  to 
intersect  the  road  from  Otter  Creek  to  “The 
Plantation”  in  Gulf  Hammock. 

In  September,  Alex  Perryman  was  paid  25 


cents  for  cutting  a  log  out  of  the  road.  In 
September,  Henry  Morville  was  dropped  from  the 
pauper  list,  “due  to  the  fact  that  he  is  dead”. 

In  October,  O.  J.  Farmer  was  still  publishing  a 
newspaper  in  Bronson.  A  “cutoff  road”  was 
approved  beginning  at  Rattlesnake  Bay  on  the 
Bronson  and  Isaac  Munden  road  and  intersecting 
the  Wire  Road  at  the  bridge  near  the  Coulter  place, 
a  distance  of  3.5  miles.  In  December,  Will  Tindall, 
convict,  was  hired  out  to  William  Gomm.  Orders 
were  approved  to  build  a  passable  road  from  Cedar 
Key  to  No.  4  alongside  the  railroad.  George 
Childers  lived  along  the  Bronson  to  Gulf  Hammock 
road. 

In  January,  1895,  Samuel  Quincey  was  com¬ 
mission  chairman;  members  were  0.  H.  P.  Kirk¬ 
land,  W.  M.  Barton,  William  Batty,  and  J. 
Boothby.  From  the  jury  list:  Alford  Wilkenson,  J. 
W.  Billups,  Sam  Hartman,  J.  F.  Stockman,  S.  M. 
Tew,  Munroe  Sheely.  The  Perry  Kirkland  place 
was  on  the  Levyville  to  Cedar  Key  road.  T.  W. 
Shands  was  county  treasurer  and  P.  M.  Colson  had 
taken  over  as  clerk  back  in  August.  Mr.  Barco 
apparently  died  while  still  in  office.  He  had  been 
clerk  for  many  years  and  filled  many  of  the  old 
record  books  with  his  flowing  handwriting.  They 
made  arrangements  to  settle  the  taxes  of  one  Allen 
Roberts,  “he  being  insane  and  in  the  asylum”.  In 
May  they  passed  a  resolution  of  condolence 
concerning  the  death  of  Captain  William  Batty. 
Sarah  Meeks  was  added  to  the  pauper  list.  In 
August,  election  district  eight  was  moved  from 
“the  place  known  as  Barco  to  the  town  of  Morris- 
ton”.  In  December,  Peter  Luster  was  paid  for 
“whitewashing”.  This  was  a  custom  of  the  times, 
to  whitewash  every  tree  in  sight  around  a  public 
building  to  a  four  foot  height  above  the  ground.  S. 
Y.  McFarland,  Esquire,  resigned  as  Justice  of  the 
Peace.  J.  M.  Gomto  lived  in  Williston. 

In  January,  1896,  the  clerk  was  instructed  to 
write  W.  N.  Camp  about  putting  the  crossing  on 
his  railroad  in  good  repair  on  the  road  from  Albion 
to  Archer.  The  Board  considered  the  question  of 
keeping  the  roads  up  by  taxes  or  by  “calling  out 
the  hands”.  The  Levyville  to  Cedar  Key  road  went 
by  Mondin  Lake.  The  ferry  landing  at  Fannin  was 
about  one  hundred  yards  upstream  from  the  big 
spring.  E.  J.  Lutterloh  was  mayor  of  Cedar  Key.  O. 
J.  Farmer  was  having  problems  collecting  his  fee 
as  supervisor  of  registration.  The  Board  kept 
“laying  his  bill  on  the  table”. 

“The  petition  signed  by  ten  citizens  of  Cedar 
Key  asking  that  Israel  Hawkins  be  given  aid  by  the 
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county  was  considered  and  upon  motion  the  Board 
refused  to  grant  the  aid  for  the  said  Hawkins  for 
the  reason  that  the  Board  is  informed  that  should  it 
grant  the  amount  asked  for,  the  Said  Hawkins 
would  spend  it  all  for  whiskey.”  In  June  the  Red 
Hollow  voting  precinct  was  established.  In  July, 
after  months  of  arguing,  O.  J.  Farmer  finally 
collected  his  fees  as  supervisor  of  registration.  In 
September,  the  Populist  Party’s  nomination  for 
sheriff  was  H.  S.  Sutton.  In  October,  Frank  Ishie 
was  a  deputy  sheriff.  L.  D.  Noble  was  a  dentist 
somewhere  in  the  county,  probably  in  Williston. 

In  October,  1896,  the  Board  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
Jacksonville  Storm  Relief  Committee: 

‘‘...the  following  official  statement  of  facts 
and  suggestions  touching  the  effects  of  the  terrible 
storm  which  swept  across  Levy  County  beginning 
at  Cedar  Key  and  embracing  an  area  20  by  40 
miles.  More  than  twenty  lives  were  lost  and  a  great 
many  received  serious  injuries.  The  homes  of  one 
half  the  people  were  demolished  and  the 
remainder  more  or  less  wrecked.  On  the  coast,  a 
great  many  islands  were  submerged,  and  it  was 
there  that  most  of  the  lives  were  lost,  the  boats  and 
tents  of  the  fishermen  together  with  their  homes 


and  household  goods  were  destroyed.  Great 
damage  at  Cedar  Key,  a  great  deal  of  the  cotton 
which  had  been  picked  and  housed  was  blown 
away,  more  than  75%  of  the  timber  was  blown 
down,  many  families  are  now  camping  in  the  open 
air  where  their  houses  once  stood.  We 
acknowledge  the  following  contributions:  Jackson¬ 
ville  Storm  Relief  Fund  (supplies)  $300,  Gov.  H.  S. 
Mitchell  Fund  $200,  citizens  of  Tallahassee  $100.” 

In  November,  a  long  list  of  men  were  paid  for 
road  work,  probably  to  clear  out  fallen  trees  from 
the  recent  hurricane.  A  road  went  from  John 
Gore’s  store  to  Judson.  On  the  bond  of  H.  S. 
Sutton,  sheriff-elect:  Clarence  Camp,  W.  J.  Epper¬ 
son,  H.  Studstill,  Samuel  Bean,  S.  H.  Highsmith, 
W.  D.  Finlayson,  Mrs.  C.  E.  Coarsey,  H.  V. 
Coarsey.  In  November  there  are  two  roads  into 
Cedar  Key,  the  ‘‘old  road”  and  the  newer  one 
going  parallel  to  the  railroad.  In  January,  1897,  T. 
E.  Barrow  was  paid  for  ‘‘a  burial  outfit”  for  Issie 
McHenry.  Boothby  was  still  selling  lumber.  Now, 
the  Board  has  decided  to  sue  O.  J.  Farmer  to 
recover  his  fee.  There  were  three  bridges  listed  as 
being  at  No.  4.  And  that  is  the  end  of  the  third  book 
of  minutes  of  the  county  commission. 


The  Fourth  Book  of  Minutes

In  May,  1897,  Samuel  Quincey  was  chairman. 
Members  were  O.  H.  P.  Kirkland,  W.  M.  Barton, 
E.  Walker,  J.  B.  Lutterloh.  W.  S.  Sutton  was 
sheriff.  They  decided  to  discontinue  the  public 
road  from  Jerrico  Post  Office  to  the  Gulf  Hammock 
Post  Office.  O.  J.  Farmer  entered  a  lawsuit  of  his 
own  against  the  county;  the  county  already  had  one 
filed  against  him.  A  certificate  was  filed  from  Dr. 
J.  M.  Jackson  to  the  effect  that  one  Joel  B.  Griggin 
was  severely  disabled  and  should  be  allowed  to 
peddle  without  buying  a  peddler’s  license.  In 
June,  they  reestablished  the  public  road  from 
Jerrico  to  Gulf  Hammock  and  on  to  Reddy’s 
Landing  on  Cow  Creek.  New  members  of  the  Board 
are  E.  C.  Price  and  James  M.  Stephens.  O.  J. 
Farmer  was  apparently  working  the  Commission¬ 
ers  over  in  his  newspaper,  the  Times  Democrat,  as 
they  kept  passing  resolutions  ‘‘denying  everything 
said  about  them  in  the  said  newspaper”.  George 
C.  Williams  lived  on  the  road  from  Bronson  to  Gulf 
Hammock,  so  did  a  Mrs.  Sykes.  E.  C.  Price,  Board 


chairman,  could  barely  write  his  name.  (We 
believe  that  he  is  the  Confederate  veteran  of  that 
name  who  died  in  1927.)  An  editorial  feud  was 
going  on  at  this  time  between  O.  J.  Farmer  of  the 
Times-Democrat  and  T.  R.  Hodges  of  the  Gulf 
Coaster.  In  October,  “. .  .the  Board,  having  been 
informed  that  Israel  Hawkins,  a  pauper,  had  been 
drunk  and  fighting  and  spending  his  money  for 
intoxicants,  his  name  is  hereby  dropped.”  S. 
Bean,  M.D.,  was  paid  $2.75  for  treating  prisoners. 

In  January,  1898,  S.  J.  Jerrils  and  D.  H.  Jerrils 
were  paid  for  road  work  in  District  One.  John 
Gore’s  store  was  still  in  business.  On  the  jury  list: 
St.  Clair  Whitman,  M.  M.  Sistrunk,  W.  E.  Yearty, 
G.  A.  Boyd.  John  Whitten  was  paid  75  cents  for 
road  work.  Alf  King  was  paid  from  the  road  fund 
for  the  hire  of  a  “lighter”  (?).  There  was  a  place 
listed  as  Boneda  (Bonita?)  on  the  south  side  of  the 
county,  also  known  as  the  Vogt  place.  They 
discontinued  the  road  from  Hafele’s  by  Sol 
Osteen’s  to  the  edge  of  Gulf  Hammock.  It  was 
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At  the  Cason  reunion  in  1977.  Front:  Cadie  Horne  Swilley  and  her  brother,  R.  C.  Cole  Horne.  Rear:  their  nieces  and  nephews,  Hugh

known  as  the  Old  Dixon  Trail  for  many  years  and 
existed  before  the  county  was  organized.  In  May, 
O.  J.  Farmer  had  won  a  court  judgment  against  the 
Board.  Editor  Hodges  of  the  Cedar  Key  Gulf 
Coaster  periodically  proposed  that  his  paper  get 
some  of  the  county’s  business,  then  0.  J.  Farmer 
offers  to  do  the  publishing  for  free  and  the  Board 
could  not  resist  an  offer  like  that.  Hodges  wants  to 
be  paid  to  publish  the  legal  material,  so  he  stayed 
in  a  slow  bum.  W.  C.  Davis  was  paid  for  making  a 
coffin  and  trimmings  for  the  deceased  J.  F. 
Watkins.  In  June,  voting  precinct  thirteen  was 
established  at  Chiefland.  Dr.  J.  M.  Jackson  was 
designated  to  sign  burial  permits  in  Bronson,  Dr. 
J.  H.  Claywell  in  Levyville,  Dr.  O.  S.  Clyatt  in 
Judson,  Dr.  L.  W.  Thomason  in  Otter  Creek,  Dr. 
R.  T.  Walker  in  Cedar  Key,  Dr.  J.  M.  Willis  in 
Williston,  Dr.  O.  C.  O’Dell  in  Phoenix.  The  Otter 
Creek  voting  precinct  was  moved  back  to  Ellzey. 
The  Old  Dixon  Trail  was  made  a  public  road  again. 
What  is  called  Blue  Sink  now  was  called  Blue 
Springs  then.  A  public  road  went  from  the  Long 
Pond  to  Otter  Creek  road  at  Johnson’s  Folly  and 
ran  south  to  intersect  the  Gulf  Hammock  road  just 
north  of  Ellzey.  Deer  season  was  July,  August, 
September,  and  October.  “It  was  intimated  to  the 
Board  that  Mrs.  — -  and  Mrs.  - — ,  now  receiving 
aid,  were  persons  of  immoral  character,  the  clerk  is 
to  inform  them  to  present  themselves  at  the  next 
meeting  to  show  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  good 
character.” 

In  October,  1899,  they  paid  various  costs  from 
the  case  of  the  State  vs.  Bud  Slaughter,  then  they 
paid  J.  P.  Faircloth  $2.00  for  “making  coffin  for 
Bud  Slaughter”.  Approved  for  Confederate 
pensions  were:  Aaron  J.  Higganbotham,  William 
Russett,  H.  M.  Smith,  Miles  Alford,  Silas  Weeks, 
Mrs.  A.  A.  Ricks,  Mrs.  N.  A.  Dudley,  Mrs.  Susan 
W.  Tison,  Mrs.  Georgia  McGowan,  Mrs. 
Mourning  Smith,  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Fleming,  Mrs. 
Mary  A.  Armstrong,  Johnathon  Shirley. 

In  January,  1900,  E.  Walker  was  paid  $50 
reward  for  the  capture  of  W.  B.  Williams,  escaped 
felon.  Then  the  Board  paid  the  bills  for  “hauling 
lumber  for  W.  B.  Williams’  coffin”,  and  “lumber 
for  W.  B.  Williams’  coffin”,  and  finally,  for 
“burial  of  W.  B.  Williams.”  In  May  the  Board 
approved  a  Confederate  pension  for  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Bronson,  widow  of  S.  P.  Bronson,  “late 
of  N.  A.  Hull’s  Co.,  1st.  Fla.  Reg.”  The  town  of 
Bronson  was  named  for  her  father-in-law.  In 
August,  Dr.  Hicks  was  paid  $1.00  “for  jail  visit  to 
Will  Montgomery”,  in  September,  Sheriff  Sutton 


was  reimbursed  “70  cents  for  RR  fare,  dead  body 
of  Will  Montgomery.”  In  December,  E.  C.  Price’s 
signature  is  less  shaky  than  previously.  He  could 
have  gotten  more  practice,  or  he  might  have  been 
ill  before. 

In  February,  1901,  C.  W.  McElroy  and  C.  G. 
Jones  are  commissioners.  J.  M.  Gomto  was  paid 
$3.00  “for  investigation  of  dead  body  of  Laura 
Watson,  killed  at  or  near  Williston  by  a  freight 
train”.  In  March  an  inquest  was  held  of  the  dead 
body  of  Alvin  Perry.  In  May,  A.  P.  Hardee  was 
clerk.  White’s  Folly  was  on  the  road  from  Otter 
Creek  to  Cow  Creek.  Stafford’s  Folly  was  on  the 
road  from  Otter  Creek  to  Cow  Creek.  Stafford’s 
Folly  was  on  a  road  from  Cow  Creek  to  the 
Waccasassa  River.  In  June,  an  inquest  was  held 
over  the  body  of  William  Neil.  The  Board  voted  to 
allow  “the  widow’s  legal  exemption”  to  Caladonia 
Kirkland  on  property  owned  by  her.  In  July,  W.  A. 
Easter  was  awarded  a  contract  to  rebuild  “the 
Double  Bridge”  near  Gulf  Hammock.  Special 
school  tax  districts  were  Bronson,  Cedar  Key, 
Morriston,  Chiefland,  Union,  Lebanon,  Williston, 
and  Unity.  In  October,  Fred  Cubberly  is  county 
attorney.  From  the  weapons  license  list,  Smith  and 
Wesson  handguns  ran  about  15  to  1  in  popularity 
over  Colt,  there  was  a  handgun  known  as  the 
Hopkins  and  Allen,  and  the  Marlin  rifle  was  as 
popular  as  the  Winchester.  In  November,  the 
inquest  of  William  Pridgeon  was  held.  W.  W. 
Weeks  was  tax  assessor. 

In  March,  1902,  the  Board  voted  to  publish  the 
tax  list  in  the  Cedar  Key  Hustler.  J.  W.  Wood  and 
S.  M.  Tew  were  approved  for  CSA  pensions. 
Sheriff  Sutton  is  bringing  suit  against  the  county, 
the  county  requested  a  change  of  venue.  CSA 
pensions  were  granted  for  W.  J.  Watson,  Thomas 
J.  Long,  J.  Mattair,  and  Mrs.  Atlanta  Hatcher.  In 
June,  J.  C.  Wimer  is  a  Commissioner.

the  man’s  real  name?).  In  December,  the  clerk  was 
instructed  “to  inform  the  Governor  that  the  Sheriff 
has  presented  a  frivolous  bill  and  obtained  money 
under  false  pretenses  in  the  cases  of  State  vs  Bud 
Bell,  and  recommends  that  he  be  suspended.”  J. 
A.  Williams,  attorney,  was  retained  to  investigate 
the  sheriff’s  bills.

In  May,  from  the  spring 
term  grand  jury  report,  they  sent  to  the  Governor 
that  part  dealing  with  the  “removal  of  D.  Pittman, 
JP,  District  No.  4.

The  dipping  vat  program  has  started. 
Elongated  concrete  vats  were  constructed  in  the 
ground  and  filled  with  a  solution  to  kill  cattle 
parasites.  Cattle  were  pushed  in,  they  swam  the 
length  of  the  vat  and  climbed  out  a  ramp  at  the 
other  end.  On  a  few  occasions  the  man  pushing  the 
cow  in  fell  in  after  the  cow.  One  might  assume  that 
he,  too,  was  thoroughly  deloused.  The  program’s 
purpose  was  tick  control. 

Persons  still  owning  lots  on  Atsena  Otie  in 
1917:  T.  W.  Brewer,  F.  J.  Stapleton,  M.  S.  Jordan, 
J.  H.  Crevasse,  S.  A.  Jones,  R.  W.  Stapleton,  B.  J. 
Smith,  H.  C.  Schmidt,  H.  S.  Rodgers  estate,  J.  L. 
Cottrell,  Fred  Cubberly,  E.  Faber,  George  Lewis. 
About  half  the  lots  on  Atsena  Otie  are  listed 


with  unknown  owners.  They  refer  to  “College 
Hill”  as  being  on  the  island.  There  was  a  total  of  24 
schools  in  the  county  that  year,  among  which  were 
Hardee  and  Vista. 

October,  1917:  A  direct  quotation:  “Mr.  Gus  A. 
Morton  of  Williston  appeared  before  the  Board  and 
stated  to  them  that  they  had  misquoted  him  as 
mentioned  in  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting.  The  resolution  quoted  Mr.  Morton  as 
objecting  to  L.  C.  Hester  being  paid  $11.00  for 
digging  four  stumps.  Mr.  Morton  stated  that  he 
was  not  making  any  charges  against  Mr.  Hester, 
but  that  he  was  criticizing  the  Board  for  paying 
such  bills  and  that  he  as  a  citizen  and  taxpayer 
desired  to  call  their  attention  to  this  matter  and  ask 
that  they  exercise  more  care  hereafter.  T.  L. 
Williams,  a  county  commissioner,  preferred 
charges  against  L.  C.  Hester  and  asked  that  he  be 
discharged  as  Road  Trustee  of  District  Two.  Mr. 
Hester  asked  that  he  be  heard  in  regard  to  the 
charges  ..gainst  him.  The  Board  declined  to  hear 
any  of  this.” 

“Upon  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Old 
Water  Tank  at  the  courthouse  be  sold  to  E.  Walker 
for  $1.00,  it  being  full  of  leak  holes  and  of  no  use  to 
the  county.  Upon  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the 
county  road  engineer  be  discharged.” 

B.  L.  Jones  was  hired  as  game  warden  at  $100 
per  year. 

11  December  1917:  “ . .  .that  the  county  buy  an 
Auto  Truck  to  be  placed  in  service  on  the  Hard 
Read.” 

January,  1918:  “Whereas,  A.  P.  Markham, 
Supervisor  of  Registration,  having  failed  to 
perform  his  duty  ...”  Markham  had  moved  to 
Dunnellon  eleven  months  before.  They  requested 
the  governor  to  replace  Markham  with  M.  D. 
Graham.  They  mention  “an  old  shingle  mill”  on 
the  Bronson- Judson  road.  The  “Demonstration 
Agent”,  R.  L.  Denson  was  to  make  his  headquar¬ 
ters  at  Chiefland.  They  kept  moving  his  office  from 
one  town  to  another. 

March,  1918:  They  advertised  for  bids  to  build 
“a  toilet  at  the  Bronson  Courthouse  and  a 
Calaboose  at  Inglis.”  T.  J.  Turner  of  Wilcox  is  to 
operate  the  ferry  at  Fannin;  other  counties 
involved  are  Alachua  and  Lafayette,  Dixie  and 
Gilchrist  do  not  yet  exist. 
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April,  1918:  The  clerk  was  instructed  to  “buy  a 
suitable  U.S.  flag  and  hoist  it  up”.  World  War  I 
was  going  on  and  the  commission  apparently  felt  it 
necessary  to  provide  visible  evidence  of  which  side 
they  were  on. 

June,  1918:  J.  C.  Sale  is  editor  of  the  Levy 
Times-Democrat,  J.  T.  Lewis  is  editor  of  the 
Williston  Progress. 


July,  1918:  A  company  of  “county  guards”  was 
organized  at  Cedar  Key:  Capt.  J.  B.  Richardson, 
First  Lt.  James  S.  Berry,  Second  Lt.  John 
Stapleton,  Second  Lt.  T.  W.  Brewer. 

July,  1918:  E.  A.  Etheridge,  Elmer  Etheridge, 
and  Henry  A.  White  appear  on  the  tax  list.  All  lots 
on  Atsena  Otie  were  reduced  to  an  assessed 
valuation  of  $10.  Faber  still  owned  inland  lots 
there,  so  did  John  Nater. 


The  Seventh  Book  of  Commission  Minutes 

By  S.  E.  Gunnell 


In  October,  1918,  J.  S.  Fisher  was  commission 
chairman.  Members  were  Amond  Ward,  Y.  H. 
Kirchhain,  M.  M.  Clyatt,  and  T.  L.  Williams.  L. 
W.  Drummond  was  clerk.  W.  F.  Osteen  was 
county  superintendent  of  education.  In  November 
a  proposal  was  introduced  to  build  a  steel  bridge 
across  the  Withlacoochee  at  Inglis.  A  resolution 
was  adopted:  “We  mourn  the  death  of  Yulee  H. 
Kirchhain,  a  member  of  our  board.”  In  December, 
J.  R.  McGrath  was  approved  for  a  CSA  pension. 
William  E.  Rivers  was  a  JP.  The  new  Board 
member  from  District  4  was  D.  A.  Andrews.  In 
March  they  mention  “the  town  of  Hardee”.  In 
April,  a  resolution  was  passed:  “The  Negro  people 
of  the  Chiefland  settlement  having  placed  in  the 
Bank  of  Levy  County  the  sum  of  $60  as  a  reward  for 
the  capture  of  one  Henry  Reed,  who  murdered  one 
of  their  race  some  few  nights  ago  most  brutally,  it 
was  upon  motion  ordered  that  the  Board  add  $40 
for  the  capture  of  said  Reed”. 

In  June,  1919,  they  mention  the  Shingle  Mill  as 
being  on  the  Bronson  to  Judson  road,  also  a  cedar 
mill  as  being  northeast  of  Bronson.  B.  B.  Harrison 
was  a  deputy  sheriff.  In  August,  Margaret  Lydia 
Bell  is  listed  as  being  the  editor  and  publisher  of 
the  Levy  Times-Democrat.  On  the  December  jury 
list  was  Frank  Marshbum,  Tom  Hatcher,  Howard 
Williams,  B.  C.  Wadley,  Joe  Boothby. 

In  February,  1920,  they  approved  a  petition 
from  citizens  in  and  around  Steen,  Florida  for  a 
voting  precinct  to  be  known  as  Tidewater.  A 
newspaper  is  mentioned,  The  Williston  Progress. 
In  July,  O.  J.  Farmer  turned  up  again  as  editor  of 
the  Times-Democrat.  In  December,  the  Gulf 
Hammock  precinct  was  changed  from  Hartman 


School  House  to  Gunntown.  Incoming  commission¬ 
ers  were  J.  P.  Kimble,  C.  W.  McElroy,  W.  S. 
Yearty,  L.  L.  Williams,  W.  R.  Hodges.  J.  C.  Sale 
was  county  judge.  Tax  assessor  was  William  R. 
Coulter,  R.  M.  Fugate  was  tax  collector,  T.  W. 
Price  was  superintendent  of  education. 

From  the  January,  1921  jury  list:  J.  F.  Cobb, 
M.  D.  Dixon,  F.  C.  Whidden,  William  Cowart, 
James  McCoy,  Heartful  Johnson,  Charlie  Cobum, 
Henry  Gibson,  Douglas  Cobum.  In  March  they 
were  buying  a  Delco  light  plant  for  the  courthouse. 
For  the  benefit  of  younger  generations,  that  was  an 
internal  combustion  engine  which  turned  a 
generator  which  produced  electric  current  for 
lights,  hence  the  perfectly  logical  term,  light  plant. 
A  road  went  from  Bronson  across  the  sandhills  to 
Eve,  Florida  and  on  to  the  “Micanopy 
Settlement”;  the  road  crossed  the  Walton 
homestead.  In  June,  Joseph  A.  Campbell,  Newton 
A.  Blitch,  and  Mrs.  M.  A.  McDonell  were  granted 
CSA  pensions. 

In  March,  1922,  the  Bank  of  Chiefland  is  listed 
as  being  in  existence.  W.  H.  Pillsbury,  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Cummer  Cypress  Company,  made 
an  offer  to  donate  the  steel  bridge  his  company  had 
across  the  Suwannee  River  at  Fowler’s  Bluff  if  the 
three  counties  involved  would  remove  the 
structure  and  clear  the  river.  This  was  a  railroad 
bridge  and  was  apparently  donated  for  use  at 
Fannin  Springs  and  was  the  first  highway  bridge 
across  the  river  there.  A  ferry  had  6een  in 
operation  for  many  years.  There  was  a  place  in  the 
Long  Pond  area  known  as  Echo,  Florida.  Dixie 
County  had  come  into  existence  by  that  time.  Tax 
Collector  Reuben  M.  Fugate  died  October  20.  By 
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November,  the  Williston  Sun  was  being  published. 

In  January,  1923,  an  order  was  issued  “to  pay 
for  bringing  to  Sumner  the  bloodhounds  for 
chasing  up  the  criminal  that  assaulted  (a  woman) 
at  Sumner”.  The  Gainesville  News  was  being 
published.  The  County  Demonstration  Agent  was 
advised  to  move  his  office  from  Williston  to 
Bronson.  M.  D.  Graham  was  tax  collector,  N.  J. 
Allbritton  was  County  Demonstration  Agent.  W. 
R.  Hodges  was  Board  chairman;  members  were  J. 
P.  Kimble,  C.  W.  McElroy,  W.  S.  Yearty,  E.  C. 
Price.  The  Levy  County  Chamber  of  Commerce 
was  in  existence,  its  directors  were  appointed  by 
the  commission. 

In  November,  B.  B.  Harriston  resigned  as 
deputy  sheriff.  The  clerk  was  to  contact  Alachua 
and  Dixie  Counties  about  moving  “the  ferry  boat 
now  at  Fannin  and  not  in  use  to  Weeks’  Landing 
just  below  Fowler’s  Bluff’.  In  December  they  were 
planning  State  Road  19  from  Fannin  to 
Hardeetown.  B.  L.  Jones  of  Bronson  was  hired  as 
captain  of  the  convict  road  camp.  In  February, 
1924,  William  E.  Rivers  was  supervisor  of  regis¬ 
tration.  The  Levy  County  News  was  being 
published  at  Bronson.  A  public  road  from  Otter 
Creek  to  Gunntown  was  known  as  the  Old  Tram 
Road.  Dr.  J.  H.  Twiggs  lived  in  Bronson.  In  June, 


Commissioner  C.  W.  McElroy  was  sent  to 
investigate  conditions  at  the  county  road  camp;  a 
number  of  convicts  had  escaped.  In  July,  Miss 
Vassie  Pension  (Pinson?)  was  already  supervisor  of 
registration.  In  July,  the  Bank  of  Williston  closed. 
The  Commission  lost  $2,721.75;  they  passed  a 
resolution  attempting  to  absolve  themselves  of  any 
blame.  They  mention  “our  depression”.  State 
Road  19  was  to  go  from  Chiefland  to  Bronson  to 
Williston  and  on  into  Marion  County.  It  later 
became  Alternate  27.  State  Road  13  was  planned  to 
go  from  Archer  to  Cedar  Key,  it  was  to  later 
become  State  Road  24.  In  September,  1925,  S.  S. 
Smith’s  store  was  “at  or  near  what  is  known  as 
Newtown”.  Newtown  started  its  existence  as 
Newton,  the  name  of  the  man  who  had  the 
sawmills  there.  They  opened  the  bids  for  clearing 
the  right  of.  way  for  a  new  proposed  public  road 
from  Otter  Creek  to  Lebanon  Station.  That  road 
was  destined  to  become  US  19,  which  was  for  some 
years  routed  through  Bronson  and  Williston. 

And  that  ends  our  research  of  the  commission 
minutes,  from  1850  to  1925.  From  then  on,  the 
minutes  contain  mostly  financial  records  and 
nothing  of  historical  interest,  probably  due  to  the 
commission  activities  becoming  less  broad  in  scope 
over  the  years.
